Including the salmon 
brought from Alaskan waters and canned in California, the 
industry brought in a total of $18,202,318. This does not, either, 
take into consideration the immense quantity of fish consumed fresh. 

It is only six years ago that Maine was the principal seat of the 
sardine business. In 1920, however, California sent out 1,062,996 
eases, valued at 87,943,846, as compared with Maine’s pack of 1,877,- 
757 cases, with a value of $7,485,046. This reveals the fact that 
California sardines now bring higher prices than the Maine product. 
The canning of tuna brings in about half the returns of the sardine 
| industry. 

The United States maintains three fish hatcheries in California, 
while the state operates nineteen, including an experiment station.
